The more generally they are uſed 
the more neceſſary it ſeemes to be 
that they ſhould be well underſtood; 
ſince light in the underſtanding contri- 
butes much to fervour in the heart 
and in the will; wherefore the labour 
Gods grace aſſiſting therunto) may 
prove not unprofitable which hath 
been imploy'd in this preſent Tranſla- 
tion of the Plalms out of the vulgare , 
to render them as clear and intelligible 
in our language, as the letter of the 
Text will permit: For in every Tran- 
ſlation of Scripture there is an obliga- 
tion of ſticking cloſe to the Letter 


whenever it can be done without loſing 


the ſenſe of the Text; But ſo it is that 
in ſome places the Latine Text of 


the Pſalms , if rigourouſly tranſlated 


word by word , would yeeld a ſcarſe 
intelligible, ſenſe in the language 
into which it is tranſlated ; and 
where that happens, it ſeems reaſo- 
nable that ſuch a latitude and li- 
berty ſhould be allow'd, as is 
neceſſary to make the ſenſe of the 
Text,, as it is generally-underſtood 
by the moſt approved Authors, in- 
telligible to the Reader, eſpecially 
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in a Tranſlation intended only for 

the private devotions of Lay perſons. 
This Tranſlater thought he could not 
chuſe a better guide to direct him 
in giving ſuch paſſages their due 
ſenſe, then the learned Card. Bel- 
lar min in his excellent Treatiſe upon 
the Plalms; And that he has ac- 
cordingly follow'd his Guide, may 
be ſeen by any who will take the 
pains co compare one with the other.
